OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 5 —Possi­ 
bility that the trial of Governor J. C. 
Walton before the senate court of im­ 
peachment might end this week, was 
indicated in expressions today of sev­ 
eral senate members anxious to avoid 
a lengthy hearing. A vote upon one 
of the twenty-two articles of impeach­ 
ment after presentation of evidence 
would make possible a brief session 
if the executive were found guilty, it 
was explained.
